Election/Restrictions

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
2. Inventions I, II, and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate 
utility such as channel allocation in multiple access systems. Invention II has separate 
utility such as in frame synchronization. Invention III has separate utility such as 
assignment of variable bandwidth for load balancing. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
